The 
various world records held by British 
airmen and airplanes are poinled lo 
as evidence lhat the country is not 
lagging behind. No figures have been 
given out, but recently a continental 
paper, which professed to have in- 


side information said Britain already 
had 2015 planes in the first line. If this 
is true, manufacture has been even 
beyond schedule.

tration asked the banks Tuesday to 
help expand small business as of- 
ficials worked on a program lo curb 
"monopolies." 


Chairman Jcsso If. Jones of Ibe Rc- 


construotion Finance Corixmiliun re- 
quested the banks to liberalize credit 
terms to stimulate business and em- 
ployment. In a letter mailed to every 
bank in the country, he advocated 
more time to repay business loans and 
less severe collateral requirements. 


He advised Ihc bankers that Presi- 


dent Roosevelt has ordered the RFC 
lo reopen its $1,500,000,000 reservoir of 
potential olans to businessmen. 


Expressing hope the banks would 


lake RFC aid promised the initiative 
in lending to business, Jones said the 
RFC would share the loans with tho 
hanks if the latter did not want to 
advance all of the money requested by 
an acceptable applicant. 


Jones' appeal recalled criticism by 


tho recent small bu.sinc.ssmen'.s con- 
ference, which members charged lhat 
both Ihc RFC and Ihe banks wore too 
strict. Jones replied that Iho liberality 
of his policies was shown by the facl 
that 23 per cent iof the HFC's indus- 
trial loans are in default

Oil Workers Aided 


by Court Decision 


Increased Wages Are Up- 


held by Mexican Su- 


preme Court 


MEXICO CITY.MV-The Labor Sec- 


lion of the Mexican Supreme Court up- 
held Tuesday an Arbitration Board 
award of increased wages and benefits 
to oil workers and thereby presented 
the $400,000,000 foreign industry with 
the question of abiding by the decision 
or making godo on threats to abandon 
its operations in Mexico. 


Four justices of the section unani- 


mously rejected the appeal by 17 
American, British and Netherlands 
companies from the award which they 
contended would increase their yearly 
costs by 512,000,000. he board estimat- 
ed the increased cost at $7,200,000 an- 
nually. The benefits would go to 
18,000 workers. 


Hailed as one of the most important 


decisions of the Mexican 
Supreme 


Court, the vote wa staken by the four 
justices after a draft opinion of 112 
pages was read by five clerks. 


Mexican Supreme Court procedure 


differs from that in the United States 
in that the formal vote is taken after 
a draft opinion is read and debated 
publicly by the justices. The vote us- 
ually is a formality. 


In a heated speech, Justice Icaxa 


charged the industry's objections to 
the arbitral verdict were "political and 
not economic." He declared the court 
would rule "in accordiancc to its Left- 
ist convictions." 


Justice Alfredo M. Innrrilu, who 


wrote the opinion, overruled all the 
companies' objections, based on the 
constitution and labor laws, to the Ar- 
bitral Board proceedings, and denied 
the injunction sought.

Taking Hawaii Into the Union 


T 


HE joint congressional committee which made a junket to 


Hawaii last summer surely must have known before leav- 
' ing the"U. S- mainland that the recommendation it just made 
to.the Senate and House was a foregone conclusion- 


The committee advised that a proposal to admit Hawaii 


to the Union as the 49th state be deferred pending further 
study, and mentioned two reasons—"present disturbed con- 
dition of international affairs," and a possible plebiscite. 


The committee could have obtained the information 


which led to that recommendation by reading a few "disturb- 
ing" headlines in the daily newspapers and by five minutes' 
study in the Congressional Library. 


Hawaii was annexed by the United States in 1898 on 


Hawaii's own request, after four years of the republic which 
followed the deposing of Queen Liliuokalani. In 1904 the isl- 
ands were constituted as a territory and a government set 
up which consisted of a Senate and* a House, elected; and a 
governor and secretary appointed by the President of the 
United States. 


Those facts are contained in one paragraph of the States- 


man's Yearbook. An adjacent paragraph gives some figures. 


The estimated population of Hawaii in 1935 was 384,437. 
including: 


Hawaiians, 21,710. Part Hawaiians, 35,978. Japanese, 
148,972. 


The remainder are miscellaneous—thousands of Amer- 


icans, Chinese and Filipinos, a smaller number of Puerto 
Ricans, Spanish, Russians, Koreans, British and Germans. 
There are more Americans than Chinese, many more Japanese 
than both Americans and Hawaiians. 


By annexing Hawaii into a state, the government would 


presumably be adopting as American citizens the mixed races 
of the islands. Each one would have constitutionally free 
access into the 48 other states of the Union. 


In 1932 the voters of Hawaii numbered 71,168, of which 


21,836 were Hawaiians or part Hawaiians, 12,588 Americans 
and the remainder—a majority of 36,744—divided among 
other races.

Buying Salaries 


>0OURT'hearings in St- Louis have disclosed some of the 
;O lengths to \vhich loan sharks will go to avoid the state 
laws an dsqueeze fantastically high interest from small bor- 
rowers. 


One victim testified that he borrowed $5 and paid the 


loan company $97-50 in five years as a "fee" for the loan. At 
the end of the five years he still owed the original $5. 


If this deal had been a loan the interest would figure out 


at approximately 380 per cent—$19 interest yearly on $5. The 
Missouri loan law permits a maximum charge of but two 
and a. half per cent a month. 


But this was not a loan. It was, loan company attorneys 


explained to the judge and jury, "salary buying." For' the 
sum of $5 the lenders purchased 75 cents of the borrower's 
salary each two weeks. The purchase right continued until the 
borrower "bought" back his own salary from the loan com- 
pany for $5. 


That's about as obvious an evasion of a law as any court 


ever will run up against. A thin, thin story that a jury should 
be able to see through without the least trouble.

Turkey an emaciated state in 


1919—robbed o£ its Asiatic 
pos- 


sessions. Particularly did it gait 
Mustapha Kemal Pasha that the 
Greeks had obtained Smyrna, im- 
portant and historic Turkish port 
on the Aegean sea. 


So the blond, gray-eyed Gen- 


eral Kemal set about righting the 
wrong, as he saw it. In two years 
he had drilled 90,000 fanatical 
nationalists into an army. 
Defy- 


'ing the glowering of the Allies he 
marched these men against 150,- 
000 Greeks. At the end of a 
year's fighting he finally drove 
'the Greeks into the sea, literal'-- 
burned them out of Smyrna. 


By. 1923 Turkey had won back 


most of its lost territory 
and 


forthwith 
the now 
all-powerful. 


Kemal took office as the president 
of the first Turkish republic. He 
immediately abolished the 
Cal- 


iphate and removed Sultan Mo- 
hammed VI. 


Thence began a series of re- 


forms that is still shaking Turkey 
•into a modern state. Fezzes were 
discarded, women were unveiled 
and permitted to vote, a new al- 
phabet was written, education Was 
made compulsory for those under 
40, church was separated from 
state, buildings were modernized 
and good roads started across the 
nation. 
Meanwhile Kemal had 


risen to supreme power. Soldier, 


statesman, poker 
p l a y e r , 
hard 


drinker, he had 
become the sav- 
ior, dictator and 
national hero of 
his country.

of conference basketball show that in 
winning seven Southwest champion- 
ships and tieing for another, Arkansas 
has amassed a total of 5,977 points to 
4,550 for their opponents.

21 consecutive games. 


Won 243 Games 


In all games played during the past 


15 years, conference and mon-confer- 
encc, Arkasa sluis won 243 and lost 87, 
piling up a total of 11,550 points to 
7,706 for all opponents. The average 
score for 330 games over a 15-year 
period is 35 to 23 in favor of the Razor- 
backs. 


Basketball got its start here in 1923 


when Francis A, Schmidt, now at 
Ohio State, orgnoized

There was no varsity team. In 1924 a 
gymnasium was built and a full sched- 
ule of games played. Arkansas rank- 
ed next to last in the Southwest con- 
ference, winning 3 and losing 9.

NEW STRA1TSVILLE, O.-The re- 


lentless underground fire which has 
been eating the heart out of valuable 
Ohio coal fields for 54 years is on the 
point of being halted at last. 


A long, two-year fight by a force of 


tnore than 300 WPA workers, most of 
them skilled miners, has produced bar- 
riers that will block the /ire's road to 
the remaining rich coal fields of the 
state. It has enclosed the fire in an 
area of 36 square miles where it will 
burn itself out unless it is first com- 
pletely smothered. 


Thus th« world's costliest mine fire

est mine fire-fighting project ever at- 
tempttxl. 


Threatened Other Fields 


The underground binze, which be- 


gan in 1884 when a mine was fired by 
workers during a long and bitter 
strike, has made a small inferno of the

years. Smokel flame and venomous 
gases belched from crevices in the 
rocks, anil roads and buildings sank 
as the coal seams beneath them were 
eaten away by the crawling file. 


Worse still, the coal seams were di- 


rectly connected with other valuable 
Ohio Coal regions by direct veins. 
Eventually it seemed certain that the 
fire would travel along these under- 
ground veins, causing still greater 
losses in regions as far away as the j 
Hocking Valley.
